All the R.O.T.C. men were 
college students, in their sopho- 
moré and junior years and from 
many States. 

The plane was part of a flight 
of five transports which had 
made a refueling stop at Whit- 
ing.

The question of “safeguards” 
involves a union demand that a 
certified public accountant be 
made available to the arbitrators 
to, examine the books of the 
strikebound firms. As a result 
of the union’s rejection of the 
Mayor's plan, a $75,000,000 build- 
ing program remains tied up, 
with 27,000 AFL building work- 
men idle. 

Union members employed by 
the Home Builders, an associa- 
tion of residential contractors, 
received an increase of 15 cents 
an hour immediately and 5 cents 
additional in the second year of 
a two-year contract. The new 
rate for men reporting for work 
Monday will be $1.80 an hour 
for drivers of pickup trucks and 
$2 an hour for men manning 
larger vehicles. 

Also disposed of in the agree- 
ment with the Home Builders 
was the troublesome question of 
compensation for union members 
owning and operating their own 
trucks. Under the contract, own- 
ers and operators of pickup 
trucks will receive $2.25 an hour 
for use of their equipment, and 
operators of larger equipment 
will be paid $2.40 an hour. This 
is in addition to regular union 
wages and benefits.

in original union demands, was 
not included in the agreement.

Accepted by Employers. 

Mayor Tucker’s arbitration pro- 
posal, made yesterday when his 
efforts to end the strike through 
City Hall negotiations collapsed, 
included a requirement that both 
sides supply “whatever facts are 
required to reach a decision.” 
The Mayor’s proposal was ac- 
cepted in its entirety by the ma- 
terial dealers, through their at- 
torney, Michael J, Aubuchon. 

Aubuchon, who previously had 
stated he saw no reason for any- 
one to examine the employers’ 
books, agreed today that such 
examination could not be denied 
the arbitrators. 

“We place no limitations on 
arbitration,” the attorney said. 
“However, there would appear 
to be no point in examining the 
books, as the employers have not 
pleaded inability to meet the 
union demands. What we have 
said is the demands are unrealis- 
tic, too high.” ‘ 

Harold J. Gibbons, trustee of 
the Teamsters Joint Council, in- 
sisted that “with people talking 
like that. . that our demands 
are exorbitant. . we will have 
to see the books.” 

Gibbons, who was placed at 
the head of the Joint Council in 
ſthe recent “streamlining” of 
teamsters’ organizations here by 
the international union, said the 
union wanted a definite com- 
mitment that employers’ books 
would be available to an ac- 
countant. This is necessary, 
Gibbons contends, for the union 
to obtain the data necessary to 
substantiate its case. 

“If we get a definite assur- 
ance that the books will be 
available, then we will go ahead 
and arbitrate,” Gibbons de- 
clared. 

Gibbons explained that under 
the union proposal a series of 
questions relating to the finan- 
cial position of the companies 
would be submitted to the ar- 
bitrators. These questions then 
would be turned over to the 
accountant, who would seek the 
answer from the books and re- 
port to the arbitration panel. 

Asked if it was proposed that 
union officers themselves would 
go into company finances, Gib- 
bons replied, “No.” 

“Arbitration carries with it a 
responsibility on both parties to 
make available all facts neces- 
sary to arrive at a just and equi- 
table decisions by the arbitra- 
tors,” Gibbons observed. “To 
arbitrate without all the facts is 
to engage in a pointless and un- 
fair procedure,”

Assurances of Rhee En- 
able U.N. to Sign 
in Good Faith, He As- 
serts in Report Wit 
Robertson.

WASHINGTON, July 18—The 
United Nations seek an “honor- 
able peace” in Korea, “but if 


the Communists want war, we 
must be ay: for that, too,” 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles said last night. 

“We are not suppliants” in 
the Korean truce negotiations, 
he declared. 

Dulles spoke, with Walter S. 
Robertson, assistant Secretary 
of State for Far Eastern affairs, 
in a joint radio and television 
report on Robertson's recent 
negotiations with South Korean 
President Syngman Rhee in 
Seoul and on the Big Three 
foreign ministers’ conference 
which ended here Tuesday 
night. ; 

Dulles devoted the first part 
of the report to an account of 
the foreign thinisters’ meeting. 
H: then questioned Robertson 
about his mission to Seoul, 
somewhat in the manner that 
President Eisenhower ques- 
tioned Cabinet members in a 
recent White House broadcast 


and telecast. 
Purpose of Mission. 
The purpose of Robertson’s 
mission was to win over Rhee 
to support of a Korean truce. 


The assistant secretary suc- 
ceeded in doing he and 
Dulles reported last 

Dulles ridiculed what he called 
Communist “pretenses” that 
an armistice 
Nations 


Command does not guarantee 
the future conduct of the Repub- 


not guarantee the future con- 
duct of any government. 

“I wish that someone would 
guarantee the future good con- 
duct of the Communist regime 
in China. 

“But President Rhee has given 
explicit assurances that he will 
not obstruct the implementa- 
tion of the proposed armistice.” 

Rhee’s assurances make it pos- 
sible for the U.N. Command to 
sign*a truce in good faith, Rob- 
ertson asserted. 

Agreement on Political Talks. 

Robertson and Rhee _ also 
worked out an agreement de- 
signed to protect South Korean 
and U. N. interests during the po- 
litical conference which is due 
to take place after an armistice 
is signed, Robertson further re- 
ported. 

Rhee “was afraid that the po- 
litf&al conference might be car- 
ried on indefinitely as a device 
to perpétuate uncertainty and as 
a cover behind which his coun- 
try might be infiltrated and his 
people subjected to hostile prop- 
aganda,” Robertson said, 

“We agreed that if it should 
turn out that way—if it were 
obvious that the Communists 
were not negotiating in good 
faith—we would try to end the 
conference as a sham and a hos- 
tile trick.“ 

Rhee has been quoted as say- 
ing that Robertson promised the 
United States would give the 
Communists 90 days from the 
opening of the political confer- 
ence to prove their good faith: 
However, neither Dulles nor 
Robertson mentioned any speci- 
fie deadline last night.

SEOUL, July 18 (AP)—The 
Air Force said today United 
States Sabre jets have shot down 
120 Communist MIG jets in the 
last 71 days without one Sabre 
being lost in aerial combat. 

The last Sabre was shot down 
on May 7, the Air Force said.

JUDGE IN SICKBED 
WEEPS AT MERCY 
KILLING SENTENCE 


DETROIT, July 18 (AP)—A 
judge, holding court from his 
sickbed, wept yesterday in sen- 
tencing a man to prison for the 
mercy killing of his wife. 

William R. Jonts, 62 years 
old, electrocuted his invalid 
wife, Barbara, also 62, in the 
bathtub at their home last Dec. 
12. He tied an exposed lamp 
cord around her wrist, then 
turned on the electric curent. 

Mrs. Jones had been incur- 
ably ill from diabetes. Both her 
legs had been amputated. She 


long had suffered agonizing 
pain, trial court testimony 
showed. 


A jury convicted Jones of 
second-degree murder. 

Circuit Judge Clyde I. Web- 
ster, holding court in the bed- 
room at his home, where he has 
been confined with a bone ail- 
ment, sentenced Jones to a year 
and a day to five years in pris- 
on. Jones already has spent 
eight months in jail. 

Judge Webster prepared an 
appeal to the State Parole 
Board for leniency. 

“This is a tough spot for a 
judge,” he said. “What can he 
do about it? I can’t hold you 
had a right to kill your wife.

Budget Cuts Also to Be 
Urged Under De Gasperi’s 
‘Austerity’ Program.

ROME, July 18—Prime Min- 
ister Alcide de Gasperi's new 
cabinet met for the first time 
yesterday and approved what 
was described as an “austerity” 
program for Italy. 
They recommended higher 
taxes and budget cuts, particu- 
larly on military items where 
this can be done without im- 
pairing Italy’s participation in 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. 

The Government’s projects 
will be presented in detail to 
Parliament Tuesday, and de- 
bate on them, which will lead 
to a vote of confidence later 
this month, will begin Wednes- 
d 


ay. 
De Gasperi’s decision to seek 
higher taxes will not be pop-

An effort will be made to 
tighten up on tax evasions, 
which is one reason why Italy 
cannot balance its budget and 
pay more of its own way. 

In Italy, it is not uncommon 
for business firms to keep two 
sets of books. One set, for the 
tax collector, shows losses or 
minimum profits. The other 
shows the firm’s actual condi- 
tion. 

Landlords ask their tenants to 
sign two different leases. One, 
for a low or unfurnished rental, 
is registered with the author- 
ities. The other, for the fur- 
niture or for “improvements,” 
and usually for a much higher 
sum, is not registered and no 
tax is paid on it. 

As part of the government's 
projected financial reforms, any 
unexpended surpluses in the

This plea of the President went down in de- 
feat because the 2-to-1 support the White House 
received from the Democrats was more than 
overcome by the 7-to-l1 opposition rolled up by 
the Republicans. 

Does intelligence of this sort, we wonder, 
ever get into the news digests that are prepared, 
Army fashion, for Dwight D. Eisenhower? Or 
does he sfill thſnk that one party is all good 
and the other wholly bad? 
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Curtailed but Still Alive 


It was almost mathematically certain that the 
Senate-House conferees would whittle the public 
housing program for the current year below the 
35,000 units which the Administration requested. 

The Senate had voted for 35,000: the House, 
for none. In this situation, the likeliest result 
was a program of 17,500, precisely splitting the 
difference between the two branches. The con- 
ferees finally agreed on 20,000. The 2500 homes 
above the arithmetical mean may be regarded 
as a bonus, which all of the cities struggling to 


clean up their slums and provide decent low- 


rent housing are now privileged to fight over. 

For another year the public housing program 
has been kept Hive, but just barely. The 20,000 
units, when spread around among the cities with 
slum clearance programs, are only a trifling 
token of what is really needed. They represent 
no more than 15 per cent of the number of low- 
rent homes which Congress authorized to be 
built each year when it passed the Housing Act 
of 1949. 

Yet it is better to have the program continue 
on a feduced basis than not at all. The time will 
come, and may not be far distant, when public 
housing will be urgently in demand to provide 
employment if for no other reasons. Next year's 


inevitable attempt to kill off the program should 


be resisted as this year’s was. 
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The Law, Too, Has Teeth

If a man bites a policeman 
it’s bad news—for the man. 
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A Gain for Food Inspection 

Whether Welfare Secretary Hobby put it over 
or not is a question, but the House ‘has passed 
the bill to restore the right of factory inspection 
to the Food and Drug Administration. That is 
good news, and consumers will hope that the 
Senate follows suit before this session ends. 

Mrs. Hobby came out strong for factory in- 
spection when she appeared on television with 
President Eisenhower. Now her department is 
being pressed to restore another food protection 


program and it will be interesting to see what, 


if anything, happens. This is the inspection of 
wheat for rodent and insect infestation, which 
was suspended in April. 

The Food and Drug Administration started 
a drive to clean up grain and flour contamina- 
tion several years ago. First, bakers and millers

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Slowing the School Spigot oh 
Gov. Donnelly was wise to veto the bonus ap- 
propriation of $9,250,000 granted to the public 


Jefferson City. And the lébby may have an et- 
fective argument in the 1932 cogstitutional pro- 
vision which holds thet “the Governor shall not 
reduce any appropriation for free public schools.” 
On this point, Gov. Donnelly contends that an 
outright veto of the bonus item does not consti- 
tute a reduction. Lawyers can go around on 
that for quite a while. ; 

To us, the reason for upholding the veto is 
not so much a legal issue, nor is it a matter of 
budget-balancing as it is for the Governor. Actu- 
ally, Missourians have long been spending a 
smaller share of their per capita income on pub- 
lic schools than the average of all states. They 
have also been spending less per pupil, ranking 
thirty-seventh among the states. This is a rank 
which surely should be raised. 

The objection to the windfall appropriation is 
not its amount, but rather the way this money 
and for that matter, the regular allocation— 
would be distributed. State school money is 
passed out on a political basis rather than in a 
way to produce the most and the best schooling 
for our young people, 

So long as every school distirct, no matter 
how inefficient, is sure of state funds, there will 
not be as much consolidation of school districts 
and improvement of school facilities as there 
should be. The system also allows local commu- 
nities, if they are so minded, to raise less than 
they should for their schools and to lean too 
heavily on Jefferson City. 

This is an old story in Missouri. It was thor- 
oughly exposed in the December, 1952, report 
of the Missouri Citizens Commission for the 
Study of Education, a non-political group which 
also made detailed recommendations for improv- 
ing the financing of Missouri schools and for 
raising their standards. The Legislature, how- 
ever, spurned these recommendations. Instead, 
the State Senate created the Hawkins commit- 
tee, a purely political body, to go over the 
ground covered by the Citizens Commission. 
One looks to its findings with foreboding. 

Perhaps the only way Missouri school finances 
can be rationalized—and the schools brought up 
to the standards of those of comparable states— 
is to cut down the flow from the Jefferson City 
spigot. A blank appropriation of one third of the 
state’s revenues, supplemented in recent years 
by bonus appropriations, is not the way to get 
the most for every school dollar. Thus while 
Gov. Donnelly vetoed the $9,250,000 grant in his 
effort to balance the state budget, the action 
may neverthel elp to bring Missourians to a 
more effective of supporting their schools.

The feat of scholarship is perhaps 
the more remarkable when we cofhe to 
see that the author’s main thesis rests 
on an utterly simple approach: in- 
terpreting the letter of the great docu- 
ment primarily in accordance with 
eighteenth-century views of language, 
form and substance. Emerging fully as 
clear cut are his correlative and sup- 
porting theses. Of these, the two he 
singles out for the greatest stress are 
The National Power over Commerce 
and The National Judicial Powers. 

We have a catalogue of all man- 
ner of usage in pre-convention days of 
the term “commerce,” showing, indeed, 
its broad inclusiveness. The same pro- 
cess is employed as to the other terms 
of the constitutional grant over com- 
merce, and the pre-constitution usage 
is supported by the contemporary 
cussions centering around the making 
of the. Constitution and the notable de- 
bate which preceded its adoption in the 
states. This leads directly to the com 
stitutional interpretation, in terms gen- 
erally of strong goyernmental powers, 
which prevailed ginally and which 
suffered a gradual decline to the weak- 
er governmental entity we now know. 

A similar demonstration leads to th 
conclusion that the original consti- 
tutional intent was to create a single 
national judicial system, with the Su- 
preme Court at the apex of all courts, 
state and federal. 

It is easy to see how revolutionary 
is Crosskey’s thesis to an age accus 
tomed to see the states successfully 
fighting the national government on all 
stages. For the ordinary reader and pa- 
triotic citizen, anxious for his govern- 
ment to exercise effective leadership in 
the global role now thrust upon it, 
Crosskey surely proves enough to re- 
quire a fresh approach.

CITY’S REVENUES 
IN PAST QUARTER | 
RISE $1,833,000 


Municipal revenue receipts | 
during the first quarter of the | 
current fiscal year increased by | 
$1,833,000 over receipts during 
the same period of the previous 
year, it was reported yesterday 
by ComptroHer Milton Carpen- 
ter. 

The city collected $5,172,000 | 
during the first three months 
of the fiscal year compared with | 
$3,339,000 in the like period in 
1952. This year’s receipts in- 
cluded $2,000,000 in earnings 
tax collections, however. Last 
year, there were no earnings 
tax receipts prior to September. 

Ordinarily, heavy tax collec- 
tions do not come in until late 
in the calendar year and the 
city operates on a deficit until 
those collections are made. Ex- 
penditures so far this year to- 
taled $10,411,000 as compared 
with $9,953,000 during the first 
quarter last year. 

The expenditures represent 
slightly more than 23 per cent 
of the $47,525,000 appropriated | 
for the entire fiscal year. | 


22,273 INCREASE |

In the last year there has been 
a net increase of 22,273 in the 
number of people working in 
manufacturing plants in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county—an 
increase of more than 10 per 
cent—the State Division of Em- 
ployment Security reported yes- 
terday. 

The rising trend has leveled 
off in recent weeks, however, 
due partly to seasonal factors 
such as the closing of some 
plants for vacations. 

Substantial increases in em- 
ployment occurred in the ord- 
nance, aircraft and automobile 
industries. Paul P. Connole, St. 
Louis manager of the state 
agency, said other major durable 
goods industries showed a ten- 
dency toward stabilization or 
slight decline.

Administration Studies 
Move to Increase 
Limit but Acts Very 
Cautiously. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP) 
President Eisenhower, carry- 
ing the biggest national debt in 
peacetime, may ask Congress 
next week to increase the 275- 
billion-dollar debt limit. 

A six-billion-dollar boost in 
the debt, resulting from the 
largest new borrowing since 
World War II. lifted the debt 
yesterday to $272,361,259,801.91. 

This is just seven billions be- 
low the wartime peak of Febru- 
ary 1946 and within three bil- 
lions of — legal ceiling im- 

ed by Congress 
Officials have predicted the 
Government will have to bor- 
row at least three billions more 
before Congress, driving for ad- 
journment by Aug. 1, meets 
again next January. Legislation 
to lift the debt ceiling would 
have to be introduced in the 
next few days in order for Con- 
gress to act before adjurnment. 

Senator Knowland of Cali- 
fornia, acting Republican leader, 
said he had received no request 
for action in this session to in- 
crease the debt limit and 
doubted that any would come. 

Chairman Millikin (Rep.). Colo., 
of the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee said in a separate interview 
that an increase in the limit had 
been discussed at White House 
conferences. He said no policy 
decisions had been made on what 
to do about it. 

Senator George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, a Finance Committee mem- 
ber, said that, if the Treasury 
can get past Jan. 1 without lift- 
ing the debt limit, it might be 
able to go for some time under 
the 275-billion ceiling. 

Secretary of the Treasury 

Humphrey issued a statement 
last night asserting the debt 
“points up the situation which 
the spending programs of the 
past * years have produced.” 
These programs, he said, caused 
the fiscal deficit of $9,389,000,- 
000 which he announced on 
July 1.

ttempt to Heal Breach. 

Dulles and Robertson: made 
what was clearly a determined 
and carefully thought-out at- 
— to heal the breach be- 

tween Rhee and the U. N. which 

developed when the South Ko- 
rean President released 27,000 
prisoners of war and threatened 
to defy the truce terms which 
the U. N. had worked out with 
the Communists. 

The Secretary and his aid 
sought to accomplish this by ex- 
plaining Rhee’s and the South 
Korean people’s point of view 
about the truce, by paying tri- 
bute to their courage and Sacri- 
fices and by insisting that Rhee 
has now promised not to ob- 
struct a Korean truce. 

By dwelling upon these points, 
Dulles and Robertson presuma- 
bly hoped to win friends for 
Rhee in the free world, to con- 
vince Rhee that the U.N. under- 
stands and respects him and his 
position and will support him— 
and to make it more difficult 
for Rhee to sabotage the armi- 
stice by making it seem clear 
that he is committed not to do 


so. . 
Tributes to South Koreans. 
The two men’s remarks were 

thickly studded with tributes to 

Rhee and the South Korean 

army and people, and with ap- 

peals for an understanding of 
their point of view. 

Robertson took with him, 
when he went to Seoul, mes- 
sages from President Eisen- 
hower and Dulles to Rhee “as- 
suring him of America’s good 
will and friendship for the peo- 
ple of Korea, of America’s ad- 
miration for the magnificent 
and enduring fortitude shown by 
the South Korean people in de- 
fense of their liberties,” and of 
Dulles’s “personal sympathetic 
understanding of Prseident 
Rhee’s concern for the future of 
his country,” Robertson said. 

Rhee and the South Korean 
people feared that the truce was 
a Communist trick to win by 
negotiation what they have 
failed to achieve on the battle- 
field,” Robertson asserted. They 
also feared that the U.N. “were 
weary of the struggle and might 
sacrifice Korea as Koreans feel 
they have been sacrificed in the 
past to great power interests,” 
Robertson added. 

“The bitterness here and 
among some of our U.N. Allies 
caused by President Rhee's uni- 
lateral action in releasing some 
27,000 anti-Communist prisoners 
is duplicated in Korea by a bit- 
terness distilled of their fears,” 
he said. “Whatever the cause 
of the bitterness on both sides, 
it needed to be removed.” 

Robertson succeeded in con- 
vincing Rhee that his fears were 
groundless and that the Ameri- 
can and U.N. objective in Korea 
is the same as that of the Ko- 
reans themselves, “namely, a 
free, independent and united 
Korea,” the assistant secretary 
asserted. 

Differ Over Methods. 

The only difference with Rhee 
is one regarding the methods to 
be employed, Robertson de- 
clared. 

Neither Dulles nor Robertson 
explained last night what this 
difference is. However, it is 
known that Rhee has _ insisted 


Korea can be unified only by 
military force, and that the U.N. 
must go on fighting until this 
has been accomplished. 

The United States and U.N. 
are convinced, on the other 
hand, that further attempts to 
unify Korea by force are almost 
certainly bound to fail, as pre- 
vious attempts have failed, and 
that they also would involve 
grave risks of leading to a new 
world war. Efforts to unify the 
country must be limited to 


means short of war, and there 
is a chance that such methods 

, in the American 
and U.N. view. 

Robertson spoke with deep 
feeling of the danger that the 
U.N. might be drawn into hos- 
tilities with Republic of Korea 
forces, a possibility that arose 
when it appeared that the U.N. 
Command might sign a truce 
with the Communists which Rhee 
would refuse to observe. 

“By no possible circumstance 
consistent with honor should we 
permit a situation to develop 
where we find ourselves fighting 
against an ally, the brave people 
of Korea, who are bearing the 
human brunt of the battle and 
who have suffered incredibly for 
their cause and ours,” Robertson 
said. 

Distrust of Rhee. 

“Many here ask if’ we can 
trust President Rhee to carry out 
his assurances,” Dulles noted at 
one point in his exchange of 
questions and answers with Rob- 
ertson. “What is your impres- 
sion?” 

“It is natural that there 
should be doubts,” Robertson 
replied. 

“I might say that there are 
many in Korea who ask whether 
the Republic of Korea can trust 
the United States to carry out its 
asssurances,” he went on. 

“IT have no doubt on either 
score. I feel confident of 
President Rhee's sincerity and 
of his intention to carry out in 
good faith his assurances to me.” 

Dulles complimented Robert- 
son on the assistant secretary's 
success in bringing the negotia- 
tions with Rhee to a successful 
conclusion. 

“You have done a fine job of 
diplomacy in accordance with 
our best American tradition,” 
the secretary said. 

Foreign Ministers’ Talks. 

Dulles’ own part of the pro- 
gram consisted mostly of a com- 
mentary and elaboration on the 
agreements reached by the Big 
Three foreign ministers at their 
recent conferences here. 

He spoke at particular length 
and with particular emphasis on 
the growing resentment and un- 
rest among peoples under Com- 
munist rule and what he said 
was the imperative need to free 
such peoples. 

The situation in Germany is 
“explosive,” Dulles declared, in 
Austria the people “are reaching 
a state of exasperation,” in the

My Day 

Depressing

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia. 
FTER lunch on Thursday at 
Sarajevo we visited a rather 
gruesome museum which 

commemorates the secret so- 
ciety of the young man who shot 
Archduke Ferdinand of Austria 
and thus brought on World War 
I. He and his comrades are na- 
tional heroes because it was a 
blow for freedom but as a mu- 
seum it is a rather depressing

WE VISITED an old mosque 
with some lovely old mosaics 
and dined with the mayor at a 
small spa about 15 minutes out- 
side of the city, a delightful spot 
at the source of the Bosna river.

Neither would the fact that on 
perfectly normal defense South 
could win 11 tricks at hearts! 
These Norths have an almost 
fanatical hatred of raising what 
may be a four-card suit with 
only three supporting trumps— 
hence they would regard a sug- 
gestion that they might have 
raised hearts in this case as a 
heretical utterance. 


Yes, to players not fettered 
by fanaticism, the heart raise 
holds a great deal of logic. It is 
entirely possible, they know, the 
South has the Q-x of diamonds 
and can run the suit, but it is at 
least equally probably that he 
lacks such support. In that lat- 
ter event the no-trump prospects 
are automatically decimated, and 
the heart prospects are enhanced 
proportionately. The crucial 
point is this: North’s singleton 
spade indicates that the North 
hand alone will produce two 
tricks more at hearts than at no- 
trump (because, of course, at 
hearts North can ruff spades). 
This is the only thing of which 
North can be virtually certain— 
and it would seem that a two- 
trick differential points to the 
virtue of a heart raise.

It 
can serve as a main dish if sup- 
plemented with deviled eggs, 
for instance.

One package lemon-flavored 
gelatin, one cup hot water, one

per. 

Dissolve gelatin in hot water.

If the sun lost its energy, 
we might lose all knowledge of 
weather in a hurry. We must 
have heat if the earth is to be 
warm enough to keep us alive.

give out, the human race would 
make homes under the ground.

The sun, 
too, has magnetic force, and the 
action of sunshine has something 
to do with lightning. 

Careful gtudy has shown that 
sunspots tend to change weather 
on earth. When thére are many 
large sunspots, a big increase 
takes place in “magnetic storms” 
on earth. 
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
